The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. As claim 1 is currently written, it can be interpreted broadly that the Morley reference at least 
discloses in figures 6-7, a wrist member (52) having a flexible tube and an inner spring (70). There is some degree of flexibility in all 
materials. There fore, the wrist member 52 can have a flexible tube that is bendable (fig. 8) in order to change the orientation of the end 
effector (58) as a whole, relative to the wrist member. Accordingly, the above noted reference is still considered to read on the claimed 
limitatiions of the claimed noted.
